If a 
single ounce of wool or cotton lie 
burned in a room, it will so completely 
saturate the air with smoke that one 
can hardly breathe, though there can 

in the air. If an ounce of cotton be 
burned every half an hour during the 
night, the air will be kept continually 
saturated with smoke, unless there be 
an open door or window for it to es- 
cape. Now, the sixteen ounces of 
smoke thus formed is far less poison- 
ous than the sixteen ounces of exhala- 
tions from the lungs ami bodies of two 
persons who have lost a pound in 
weight during the eight hours of sleep- 
ing; for, while the dry smoke is mainly 
taken into the lungs, the damp odors 
are taken into the lungs and into the 
pores of the whole body.
